AVltu P&fius Flatclts, (A) a fatyricsfl 
*" Poet, m the Reign 1 of the Emperor 
/fott, was a Native of Volterra in Tufcdriy 
(B). He was af iftaatatf Knight, related and 
*Hfed to Ptfrfons of thft firft Rank. He ffu- 
died at Volierta tiff hi wai twelve Years of 
Age, and afterwards continued his Studies at 
XftMr, undef the Grammarian Ptkmott, the 
Otaftot Vttgbilits* atid tornUtUi^. Stoit Phf- 
fofdpheif , who' entertained for great an Affec- 
tion for Rim, that there was ever after the 
trtMS intimate Frientimip between them. 
Fetjhts Astir immortalized in hfe Works that 
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Friendfliip, and his Gratitude for the good 
Offices of his Friend, Sat. £s? pajfim. He 
cxprefled himfelf ftill more ftrongly on that 
Subjedfc by a Will, in which he bequeathed 
him his Library and a large Sum of Money, 
viz. Five and twenty thouiand Crowns ac- 
cording to fome. But Cornutusx accepted 
only the Books, and left the Money to 
his Heirs, that is, to Terfius\ Sifters. He 
advifed Perfiufs Mother to fupprefs fome 
Pieces of Poetry, which her Son had com- 
posed when he was very young. He judg- 
ed, without doubt, that they wpuld not 
anfwer the great Reputation of thofc already 
.published, and which were received by the 
Public with fuch univerfal Applaufe, that 
all the Copies were immediately difpofed of. 
This is a fine Example to be propofed to thofe 
who publifh fo many trifling Pofthumous 
Works, in hopes that the Glory of the de- 
ceafed Author will ferve them as a Safe- 
guard, Among other Works of Perfius^ 
they fuppreffed fome Verfeshe had wrote on 
Arria> that illuftrious Roman Lady, who 
killed herfelf to give an Example to her be-? 
loved Hufband. Moreri falfely imagined 
that it was a Satire againft Jrria (C): but 

it 
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it was rather a Panegyric, and indeed we 
cannot reafonably expedt the Contrary, con- 
fidering the Author's great Friendfhip for 
TbrafeaSj Son-in-law to Arria^ his Kinfwo- 
man. He ftudied with Lucan under Cornu- 
tus, and was fo much admired fay his 
School-fellow, that when Perfius repeated 
his Verfes, Lucan could fcarce forbear break- 
ing out into Acclamations. A very rare 
Example among Poets of the fame Genius, 
but too commonly praftifed out of Artifice 
and Vanity (D). It was very late before 
Perfius became acquainted with Seneca y and 
he could never like his Temper. He was a 
good Friend, ftill a better Son, a better 
Brother, and a better Relation ( E). Tho* 
he was handfome, he was very Chafte : he 
was fober, meek as a Lamb, and as modeft 
as a young Virgin ; fo true it is, that wo 
muft not judge of the Manners of an Au* 
thor by his Writings ; for the Satires of 
Perfius are very licentious: befides, they 
are {harp and full of Inve&ives. 'Tis be- 
lieved that he did not fpare even the cruel 
Nero himfelf. He pointed him out fo 
plainly, that Cornutus thought it proper to 
alter fome of his Expreffions (F). He died at

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twenty-eight Years qt his Age ( G). W1»N 
ever his Pwegy rifts n^y tjiink prppff to fey 
of hip, it is pertain that he wrote very harlbly 
and obfeqrely (H). He might almoft be 
ftiled the Lyjapbren of the Latins (I). $cq~ 
Ugtr the Faf her, and feveral other excellent 
Critics fpeak very ill of him \ but perhaps 
they run into a worfe gxtreme, than if they 
had flievfed thp greflteft Efteem for that 
Popt. We may obftrve, that the Rigour of 
the Times in which he lived ferve ^s no E^ 
cufp for thf Obfcurity of his Stile (K) 9 as 
fome have pretended. Some Italian Genea- 
logifts alledge that the Fpjconcm Family of 
Vdterra derive thfir Original ffQflj his EV 
«^r(L>.

(A) AulutPvfimFhccui.'] Thofe whp fcythatk* 
fcaa the Sirname of Ffaccus given him on account of his 
imitating Borate, have not obferved that his Father had 
the lame Sirname^ Suet, in Vita Perfii. Nor have thpy 
leen more happy in their Conjecture, when they fey tje 
was called Severus, on account of his profeffing the Stoir 
Philofophy. Gqfauhtm, Notts in KitamPvju* fuxnifhet 
me with Uurfe two Remarks. With regard to the feQpn.4 
of which, he believes that an Inscription found at Vol- 
Urra was the Occafion of it*. The lnfcription is as fol- 
lows, AL Perfius A. F. $eyws *• "*- W M « HI, IX 
Tax. and fuppofes that thofe whom this great Critic cen- 
fiires, alledged that the Title of Sever** was given to

they might very juftly be tenfold fbr it. Sut if they 
considered that Tide only as an Epithet, Kke that df 
drdert, which JutotntU haft given Lucilhu, (Sat.

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Don Gufotn Maffa has wrote a very learned DifiertaticW 
on that Subject, printed at Genoa in 1667, della Fiiek, 
origine, 2 Patria ai Aula Perfio Flacco. As he believes that 
the Town called Luna was fituated in Tufcany, he will 
not allow our Poet to have been born there ; for his not 
being a Native of Volterra could fignify nothing to him, 
if he could not deprive In/cany of the Honour of him, 
and prove that he was born in the State of Genoa. Hfe 
therefore fays that his native Place was Tegu/ia, near 
Tortus Luna, fituated in Ldguria, fourfcore Stadia dif* 
tance from Luna. Aprofio delta F atria a* A. Perfio, pag* 
14. You muft obferve that there is a Diftindion made 
between the Town and the Port of Luna. Lewis Aprofio 
is of the fame Opinion with Gaftaro Maffa, as appears 
from a DuTertation a" A. Perfio printed at Genoa in the 
Year 1 664. You fee how little Moreri is to be de- 
pended upon ; he alledges that Aprofio affirms Perfius to 
be of Volterra, and that Gdfyai Maffofays be was born 
at Luna or la Spezzia. Which is very falfe with Re- 
gard to Aprofio, and far from being exact with Regard 
to Maffa. Farther, tho' the Arguments of thefe two 
Authors are not unanfwerable, yet they are very proba- 
ble, and if I was to chufe, I fhould rather follow their 
Opinion than that of Eufebius. I muft inform my 
Reader that Soprani, not contented with placing Perfius 
in his Catalogue of the Writers of Ldguria, printed at 
Genoa in 4to, in the Year 1667, "^ with & ym E f° mc 
Reafons for it, had caufed thefe two Ditiertations I have 
quoted to be printed at the End of his Work. 

(C) Moreri falfely imagined that it was a Satire 
againft Arria.] I believe the true Caufe of his Miftake 
was owing to thefe Words : Scrip/erat in pueritia Flac 
cu s * p aucos in fororem Tbrafea? faf in Arria matrem 
•verfus qua fe ante <virum occiderat, which the Critics 
have corrected thus, / * ficrum Tbrafe* Arriet matrem, 
Or Arriam matrem. The Prspofition in is equivocal, 
fignifying fometimes againft and fometimes upon. But 
it may be perceived at firft Sight that it ought to be 

taken 
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taken here in the fecond Senfe; for what likelihood is 
there that Perfius fhould write Verfes againft a Lady, 
who was his Relation, Mother-in. law to his beft Friend, 
and famous for having died in a moil heroic Manner, 
according to the Opinions of that Seel in which oar 
Poet was brought up. The Friendfhip of Perfius and 
Tbrafeas, Son-in-law of that Lady, lafted near ten 
Years, which is as much as to fay, as Cafaubon obferves, 
that Perfius only lived about ten Years after he contract- 
ed an intimate Friendfhip with Tbrafeas, Now as he 
lived but twenty-eight Years in all, it is evident that 
their Friendfhip commenced while Perfius ftudied Philo- 
fophy under Cornutus, and it is very probable that after 
the Acquifition of fucha Friend hecompofed the Verfei 
we are (peaking of.

The Word Pueritia is ufed by the beft Latin Authors 
for a Young Man of eighteen or twenty Years of Age, 
I fhall place here in Order the other Miftakes of Moreri* 
He fays that Perfius had eompofed a Book againft Arria, 
tvbieb bis Mafier Cornutius made bim burn. At any 
Rate, it could not be a Book, but a fmall number of 
Verfes, Paucos verfus. His Matter's Name however 
was not Cornutius, but Cornutus, and it was not till after 
the Death of the Author that he advifed his Mother to 
fupprefs thefe Verfes, together with all the reft which 
he had eompofed in his Youth. Omnia autem Cornutus 
auftor fiat Matri ejus ut aboleret. By this the Author 
***>*£' the Epiftle, which ferves by Way of Preface to Fa- 
ther Tarteron*s Tranflation of Perfius, appears to be in 
a Miftake. He expreftes himfelf thus : " He eompofed 
'* Tome Verfes which were not at all inPraife of fo gene- 
" rotts and faithful a Wife; but he followed the Advice 
'" which was given him, and prudently fupprefTed 
! f them." Moreri calls the Orator, under whom Perfius 

ftudied, 
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lludied, Virginias Fu foius ; but he fhould have called Um 
Verginius Flaccus. He fays that this pretended Virginias 
Tul<vius and Rhemnius Pal&mon, took care ^LucanV Edu- 
tation. To what Purpofe does he make this Remark, 
fince he was not to mention Lucan & Love for Ferfius ? 
put befides, none of the Authors quoted by him, men- 
tion that pretended Education. *Tis with Regard to 
Cornutus, that the Author of the Life of Perfius obferves, 
that he taught Lucan and Ferfius at the fame Time. We 
ihall fee hereafter, in the Remark (G) 9 a Chronological 
Error of Moreri. 

Monf. Marrao informed me that Moreri very proba- 
bly might take from Mr. Geffrier what he fays QlArria ; 
for the Reputation of that Lady was fo dear to Mr. Gef- 
frier, that to make Amends for the Wrong which he al- 
ledged Ferfius had done her, he caufed to be prefixed to 
his Tranflationa Sonnet, which Father le Moine compof- 
ed in Praife of Arria 9 in his Gallerie des Femmes Fortes. 

(D) An Example— —too commonly pradifed out of 
Artifice and Vanity. ~\ This is very well explained by 
the Author of the Epiftle aboveracntioned, who does 
tot pretend that Lucan was free from that Fault. " Pcr- 
" fius, fays he, was much better pteafed with Lucan, who 
" had perhaps infinuated himfelfintohis Favour by praif- 
** ing the beautiful Paflages in his Satires, and often 
" repeated thefe Words with great Admiration, Theft 
•* are mofl excellent Pieces indeed. For whatever Modefry 
a Perton may be poffefled of, he will be eafily allured 
by the Charms of fuch flattering Applaufes bellowed 
by a good Judge in a full Aflembly. But had not 
** Lucan a View in all this, and did not he expeft the 
•* like Return from Ferfius? We know very well that 
" Poets and other Authors very feldom bellow their 
" Praife for Nothing; for when they come to engage 
•' in Praifes and Compliments they do not fpare each 
" other i but make Pafles at one another with all their 
u Might. You know forae at prefent as well as I, who 

* are reckoned for Bravery of Wit» if I m*y be allowed 

" the 
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tha E/cpreffion, the Boutemilles of the Age: they chal- 
lenge thofe who have the beft Parts, and whether by 
a Rfqeoupter, or in fet Duel, which have never been 
prohibited by the King, they ftrive to conquer each 
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eft is always the Aggreflbr, and it is he who fends the 
Challenge. This Metaphor is taken from Horace* 
" and it will appear to you at lead as pleafant as it ia 
" bold. Yog will find it in his Epiftle to F lor us. As 
«* for my Part, if the Tide of Author had made me 
' f greedy of Praife, J ihould rather chafe to be com* 
" mended by a good Author whom I did not know fa 
<< much as by Name, or by Sight, and who could have no

I do not know 
whether Fulvia took any great Care of her Son's Education, 
and whether fbe did not love berfelf rather too much to mind 
an Affair of fuch great Importance, This I cannot take 
upon me to anjwer for; lecaufe a Jecond Marriage, and 
even the Condition of a young IVidvw, is a great Hin- 
drance to the Execution of fuch a Charge ; but this I am 
Jure of that the Roman Knight, young as be was, ne~ 
glecled no Opportunity of making himfelfas accomplished a 
Man as I have represented him to you. I fliall add to this 
finall Commentary thefe Words of Suetonius ; ReKfuit «>-

Nero himfelf He pointed him out fo plainly, that Cornn- 
Jus thought it proper to alter fame of the Exprejfions.'] He 
made ufe of thefe Words in his firft Satire.

If Cornutus found Nero fo plainly pointed at here, he 
did very well to ufe this Precaution ; though very poffi- 
bly that Emperor was ftill in his happy Days, which 
continued the firft five or ftx Years of his Reign. But 
how comes it that Cornutus made no Alteration in four 
Verfes inferted in the fame Satire, taken from a Tragedy 
of Nero? Was it a dangerous thine to fay King Midas 
has Ajfes Ears, whilft it was allowable to quote his Verfes 
as a Model of ridiculous Poetry? I find fome Difficulty 
to account for this, and perhaps thefe four Verfes,

were at moft only an indirect and obfcure Piece of Rail* 
lery. For if Nero had been the Author of thofe Verfes, 
how durft any Body be fo bold, as to fetthem down 
Word for Word, on purpofe to laugh at them, when 
it was thought neceiTary to correct Auriculas afini Mida 
rex hahet f There is fomething very inconfiftent here; a 
great Timidity on the one Hand, and Temerity on the 
other. But I have (till fome more Objections to men- 
tion. I think Comutns fpoils the Thought of his Friend 
without any Neceflity, and his Fears feero to me but ill 
grounded. Perfius being told that it was dangerous to 
cenfure the Vices of another Perfbn, and that he ought 
not fo much as to mention them to a Pit, anfwers, 
that he might be allowed to tell his Book that was buried 
what he had feen, w». that King Midas hath AJfts 
Ears* 

Men* mutire infos 9 nee clam nee eumfcrobe? nufquam. 
Heic tamen inf odium. Vidi, *vidi ipje, lihelle, 
Auriculas Afini Mida rex hahet. 
This is a manifeft Allufion to the Hiftory of Midas' % 
Barber, which was well known to Nero.

There was then very little Likelihood that this Prince 
would take it amifs, that one fhould faithfully relate 
the moft beautiful Paflage in that Hiftory, Auriculas 
afini Mida rex babet* If you change them intothefe 
Auriculas afini quis non hahet \ it can no longer be called 
the Barber s Text, but a loofe Imitation of it. If you 
tell me that it is better to leffcn the Beauty of a Thought, 
than exafperate a Tyrant, I anf wer as before, why do 
you not lop off the four abwementimed Verfes f You ought 

to oblige the Author to blot them out, not only if they 

were 
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were borrowed from * Poem of Nero, bat even if they 
contain only fome of his PhrafdS. It cannot in the 
leaft be doubted that Malherbe would have been offend- 
ed at thefe Verfet of M. Boileati, even fftypdftflfg he had 
not been named in them:

If that learned 
Commentator had compared his Opinion concerning the 
forma Mimalioneis, with his Preface to the firft Satire, I 
ouejHon if he would have perMedin ir. In fhort he 
toys in that Preface, that the chief Defign of P'erjius 
in his fourth Satire, was to cenfure the Conduct of Nero % 
but in order to avoid bringing himfelf into Trouble, Be 
(6 difguifed his Deiign, that he made ufeof no Expref- 
fion to point out the Perfon of that Prince, and contri- 
ved the Matter fix as to be able to clear himfelf, in* 
cafe he fhould be accufed of aiming at the Government* 
Cafaubon obferves alio, that this Satire was eompofed 
before Nero had difcovered all his ill Nature. Cujm 
(Satire qnartae) etfi pr&cipuus erat Scopus in Neronem 
invehi 9 atque ipfum fatirico fate defpicare > j ic tamem 
pKta in hoc argujnento inHgnationi fiue habenas laxan)it x 
ut neque palam neque plenis velis inflagjitiofiffimum prin- 
cipem iwveheretur, <verumtefie £sf long} mollius quant <vet 
natura ipfiusferebat, <vel Neronis flagitia ac Jcelera me» 
rtbantur.

not furprizing, that a Man who was of that Opinion,, 
fhould believe that Perfeus durft ridicule Nero's Verfes,, 
find quote them Word for Word without any Difguife ? 
Perhaps it will be anfwered, that he was not much con- 
cerned for his Character as a Poet. But one mull have, 
ftrong Proofs of this, or elfe not mention it; for every, 
one is commonly fond of his own Poetry. The Crown . 
and Scepter do not cure a Man of that Fault, and we 
are particularly informed that Nero was more fenfibly 
affected with the Cenfures of his Mufic, than with that 
of his Crimes ; which is a fufficient Reafon for one to 
believe, that as a Poet he could not bear to be reflected 
upon, Nihil aque doluit, quam ut malum fe citharadum 
increpitum. Suet, in Nerone cap. XLI. Did not he ba- 
nifh Comutus, and had like to have put him to death, for 
having dared to fay that Nero would make too many 
Verfes if he compofed four hundred Books of them, and 
that the Example of Chryjippus mould not be alledged in 
the Cafe, feeing the Books of that Philofopher were 
ufeful to human Life ? Was not he jealous of the Poet 
Lucan, and did not he forbid him to make any Verfes? 
Lucanum propria caufa accendebat, quodfamam carminum 
ejus premebat Nero, prohibueratque ofentare, vanus adfi<* 
mulatione, Id. ib. ££ Tacit. Ann. lib. XV. cap. XL1X. 
At which Lucan was fo exafperated, that he joined with 
the Confpirators, who endeavoured to kill Nero. 

I mould never have done, if I undertook to quote all 
the Authors who believed that the four Verfes fo cruelly 
ridiculed by Perfius, were wrote by Nero. I fhall only cite 
the Notes which have been added to the new Tranflation 
of Petronius Pag. 24. Tom. I. of the Dutch Edition 1694. 
It has been lawful in all Ages to cHHcife paltry Performances^ 

when 
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rvulen they are puhlijhed. The defers of the Mind may he 
cenfured everywhere, and this Liberty is as ancient as the 
World. TheTorva. &c. which we read in Juvenal, (he 
Jhould have /aid Perfius) Jhews that Nero himfelf, not* 
witbjlanding his Cruelty* was not offended at it t and never 
thought of treating as Enemies to the State, thoje who cri" 
ticifed his Works. He was. only angry at thofe who made 
Verfes letter than be. 

Note, That the Life of Perfius, written by Suetonius 
as it is thought, does not tell us that the Torva Mimal- 
loneis had any Relation to Nero. He gives no other 
Example of the Liberty that Poet took to criticife him, 
than thofe Verfes concerning Mida rex, which Comutus 
made him correct. There is then only one Witnefs of 
the Torva Mimalloneis, viz. the old Scholiafl upon Per- 
fius. An Englifh Author, vise. John Bond, who wrote 
learned Notes upon, the Satires of that Poet, does not 
fay pofitively, like a great many others, that Nero was 
the Author of the four verfes in Queftion : Sive a Nerone 
(fays he) in Per/. Sat. I. pag. m. 24. Jive ah alio quopiam 
noiili Romano compojtta. M. Marais pointed me out this 
Paflage of the Englifh Commentator, and alfo fays 
that M. Geffrier, who publifhed a French Tranflation or 
Paraphrafe of Perfius at Paris in 1658, affirms that thefc 
four Verfes were certainly Nero's. 

(G) He died at twenty eight Tears of Age.'] This 
appears from the Confulfhips of his Birth and Death. 
He was born the fourth of December, Fahio Perfico, L* 
Vitellio Cofs. and died the twenty-fourth of November, 
Ruhrio Mario, Afinio Gallo Cofs. Now there being but 
twenty- eight Years between thefe two Confulihips, it 
follows that Perfius lived juft fo many Years, within a 
few Days. Therefore the Author of his Life has rec- 
koned very ill, when after having fixed the Day and 
Year of his Birth and Death wichfo much Exaftnefs, he 

5 laces his Death in the thirtieth Year of his Age. St.. 
r erom % s Miftake is not fo great, tho' he is not fo exaft 
as he ought to be. He fays that Perfius was born in the. 

a fecc-- 1 



fecond Year of the two hundred and third Olympiad, f pa| 
qied in the twenty-ninth Year of his Age, in the fecond 
o£the two hundred and tenth Olympiad ; which cannot 
be true, but by reckoning his Birth to happen in the 
firft Months of* the Year, and his Death feme Months 
later. But befides that St. Jerome makes no fuch Dis- 
tinction, we have feen that Perfius was born in Decem- 
ber, and died in November. I am more fcrpria^ed af 
Scafiger's acquiefcing in St. Jerome's Computation, than 
even at St. Jerome's Miflake. Scaliger finds that St. Je- 
rome was in the rigjit to reckon twenty-nine Years from 
the Number two thoufand and fifty to the Number two 
thoufand and feventy-eight. He alfp finds twenty -nine, 
years between the two above-mentioned Confulfhips ; but 
he had done better if he had computed only twenty-eight. 
The firft of thofe Coniulfhips fell in' the Year of Chrift 
34, the twentieth of Tiberius, an£ the feven hun,4re4 
and eighty-fixth of Rome; the other in the Year of Chrift 
62, the eighth of Nero, and the eight hundred and four-r 
teenth of Rome. This is according to the Chronology 
of Calvifius. Moreri is not at all exact in this Point. 
He places the Birth of Perfius at tfce End of the Year of 
Chrtjt 32, and his Death, nvhen be nyas twenty-nine. 
Years of Age, in the ninth of the Reign of Nero, and the 
6z ofChrift. In order to do this with fome fliew of Rea,- 
fen, he ought to have added, that he died in the Begin- 
ning of the fixty-fecond Year of the Chriftian JEra ; but 
this would have been a Falfhood, becaufehe died on 
the twenty-fourth of November. It is certain then, 
according to Moreri 's Computation, that when Perfius 
died he was near thirty Years of Age- Befides, accor- 
ding to Moreri, the Year 32 ofChrift anfwers to the 
eighteenth of Tiberius ; but it is certain that from tho 
eighteenth of Tiberius to the ninth of Nero were thirty- 
one Years : fo that it would follow that Perfius died when 
he was thirty-one Years of Age* The Dutch Edition pla- 
ces his Death in the Year 26 of Chxitf . But this Miflake 
is owing to a Tranfpofition of Numbers, a, IVJiftake but 

too- 
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ttto" coftfmori among Printers. Augvjline Olaotht has coftf- 
itf Jtted feme childim Blunders in his Computation of the' 
Age ot Perfius. He niakes him to Have been born in the 
Year of Rome 79 c, and to have died at the Age of thirty- 
three", in the ninth Year of the Reign of Nero, Tie alledge 3 
that die time of his Birth anfWers to the two' hundred and 
tftfrd Olympiad, and to the twenty-fecond Year 6f the 
Kefgn of Tiberias 1 Atben. Ligufl. fag. 80, 81. If you 
confult GcLfoifius, you will find that the firff Year of the 
two hundred and third Olympiad is the 785th 6 f Rome, 
that the ninth' Year of Nero i s the 8 1 5 th of Rome, and that 
there aj'e but twenty eight Ye£rs between the twenty, 
fecoud 6f Tiberius j and the ninth of Nero. 

I am informed by a Letter froiri NL Marais, that Nf , 
Gej^rier places the £)eath of Perfius in the two hundred 
and third Olympiad, . in the Year of Rome feven hundred' 
and twenty five, and in the twenty fecond Year of Tibe- 
rius** Refjpi. 

(H) Whatever bis Panegytifls may faj " ^' *be wrote 
ob/curely.'] Among the number of thofe I reckbjn Ifaac 
CafauBon, t grant thkt the Praifes" wiiich he teftows 
upon Perfius are not' fo pure as thofe of §fuiniilian and 
Martial \ for he intermixes with them fome Cenfures. 
Bat after all he acknowledges that Perfim r had a gfeat deal 
of Merit and' Parts, and enters the Lifts on his Account 
agaihfir tKe great Julius Scaliger; tho' at the fame* Tihie 
he humbles' himfelf With great Rerpedt at the'tfoot of" the 
Throne of that formidable Antagbflift. I fhkll only men- 
tion that Part of the Difpute which relates to/the Obfcu- 
rity of Our Poet's Writings. Ihave often (fays Cafaubon) 
beeit furprifed to find Perfius charged with Obfcurity by 
Scaliger, a'Mari to whom nothing was obfedre. But he 
feems tb me to fall into that Sophifm which Logicians call 
Tgnorafioriem elencbi, miftaking the Queftion; and whfch is 
not lefs common among Critics than Philofophersl Scali- 
gef dbes not pretend that Perfius was obfeure to Him'. Oil 
the cotitrary; he declared that he uriderftoOd Him froni 
Beginning to End. He only fays that formerly that Poet 

a 2 was 
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was ckfled in the Number of Things unknown, and 
charges him with Impertintncy for having written to be' 
read, and not to be underftood. He almoft infults him, 
becaufe his Interpreters had fruftrated his Expectation, by 
diffipating the Darknefs which he had purpofely thrown 
over his Writings, in order to be eternally buried in it, 
and eternally admired by Fools. Jul. Scaliger. Poetic lib. 
vi.cap.vi.pag. m. 773. Seealfo,//£.ui.Cty«xcvu./0£. 343. 
Omnia enimftolidi maps adndrantur amantque 
Inverfis qutefub verbis latitantia cernunt, 

Lucret. Lib s I. ver. 642. 
The Encomiums which S>uintilian and Martial be- 
flowed upon him, put me in mind of thofe which are 
beftowed upon two of our French Poets. // is not the 
Sluantity of an Author's Works which renders him immor- 
tal r ; we have Perfius tranfmitted to us in two Sheets of Pa- 
per. The Abbot de Cerifi will live longer only by his Me- 
tamorpbofis o/ThillisV Eyes into Stars, than many Authors 
who take up a great deal of Room in our Libraries. And 
the Temple of Death will more eafily overcome the Rigour of 
Time, than the fix hundred Volumes of the Bijhop ofBellay, 
This agrees pretty well with the two Latin Verfes: 
Sarpius in libro memoratur Perfius uno, 
S£uam levis in tota Marfus Amazonide.

And with thefe Words of Quintilian, Multum & vera 
gloria quamvis uno libro Perfius meruit \ QuintiL lib. x. cap. 1. 
(I) He might almoft be filed the Lycophron of the La* 
tins.'} In the firft Tome of the Conferences du Bureau d*A- 
drejfe, the Author fays, that the Senfeof the obfcure Vo- 
lumes of the Talmudifls isfo little known to us out of Envy 
to their Succejfors, that their Books might be cut and tore more 
juftly than the Satires of Perfius were by a Father of the 
Church, wbofaid that fence he could not be underftood by the 
outfide like other Writers* be would fee whether he was more 
intelligible within. The following Paflage is another 
Inftance where Lycophron and Perfius are claffed together. 
For my Part I think that TrithemiusV Book ought to be 

fawn 
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Javm in two, as fonubody formerly ferved the Caflandra tf 
Lycophron, in order to difcover what there was within it 9 
Jince nothing could be known of it by the Out fide. Or as it i$ 
reported of St. Jerome, hawing done the like by Pcrfius'j Sa- 
tires, nvhofe Riddles and Obfcurities being unable to compre- 
hend, intellecluris ignibus ille dedit 9 Ex Owidio Trifi, lib* 
iv. Eleg. x. This lad Story, as well as the others, ought 
to be very well warranted ; for I fee that Cafaubon relies 
upon St. Jerome's Teftimony, to refute thofe who cen- 
fured Perfius, Certe aliud Quintilianus judicabat cum *ver& 
laude dignum pronunciaret, aliud Hieronymus cum difertijji- 
tnum fatiricum <vocaret. Cafaub. ubifupra. 

Here is ftill another Obfervation which M. Marais has 
furnifhed me with. The Panegyric contained in Bond*% 
Commentary, is to be found in a Place where no body- 
would look for it, viz. in the Preface to the Aloifia Sige* 
Toletana Satyra Sotadica. The Words which contain 
that Panegyric, contain at the fame Time a Defcriptioa 
of Perfius*s Obfcurity: Gratuleris tibi, Aule Perfi.' Obvol- 
nnfii te ipfe caeca node, videri nolebas, alt am verfibus & *ver- 
fuumfenfibusprofudifti caliginem. Nolebas intelligi: forte 
C5* /* te non intelligebas. Nonfecerunt ad te nox £ff caligo 
ut exerraret, Johannes Bond, venit, vidit, difcujjit noclem et 
caliginem, Perfpeclumidomnehabet, ut tute loqueris, quod 
latet arcana non enarrabile jibrd. Eripuit tibi te neganti 
conjpeclum. Latebas intra te> ne te curiofa et erudita inve- 
neritfagacitas. Eras ipfe in<volucrum tibi. Quis verofmt 
furor ille tuus ? This Commentary of Bond upon Perfius. 
was printed a Year after the Author's Death, under the 
t Care of his Son-in-law, Roger Prowfe. I have the London 
' Edition publiihed in 1614. If it be the firft, and I fan- 
cy it is, we may hence know that Bond died in the Year 
1613. The Diarium of Mr. Witt fays nothing of it. 

(K) The Rigour of the Times in which he lived can be no 
Excufefor the Obfcurity of his Stile.'] I am forry I cannot 
be of the fame Opinion with the Author of the Preface, 
who has furniihed me with two PaiTages, the Reading of 
which is fo agreeable. I know very well, fays he, in the 
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Bpiffie prefix*} to Father Tdrteron's 'trtmlfafidtf, thai 

Ferfius is not at firfi Very intelligiile, and that bt Might 
haw expre^ed himfelf more clearly, tut bow- durft he A 
it br the Reign of Nero? He was a terrible Tyrant, artd 
teuldnot hear a Jeft. And becaufe be hddmore kedfon than? 
any Body elfe to apply to himfelf whatever was /harp of 
poignant in a Satire, provided there was the leaft founda- 
tion/or it, I am not at all/urprizedtofee', that Perfius has 
affecled to he enigmatical and myfterioUs. Therefote w&e/f 
Julius Scaliger called him a fewerifh Scholar , itlsptot&bU 
he did not mind what he /aid; hat . y imfure that this proud 
and formidable Critic, would have be*. * fciited witb viofetot 
tremblings and Agitations at the very Sight of Nero: / 
cannot help admiring the Jhfldnefs of Pernus in' venfuYing 
0Hce to ridicule that Emperor ; for the Words Attrfculas aiftti 
Iftida rex habet, direclfy pointed at him. If would have 
tfrinedVtrfixss if the wife and prudent Cortmtus badnatjkp- 
frejfed the proper Name, andfubfitufedin its place d Word 
equally applicable to all Mankind, Nay I cannot tdneAvt 
how that Pbilofopher, who was afterwards Sariij£*a*by the 
Tyrant, becaufe he could not in Confcietice approve the 2V- 
fign of his Poem, Jhould fuffet his Pupil to expofe himfelf, 
by producing with a malicious Intent, the T orva'mimallo^ 
fleis &C. as a Model ofmofi excellent Verfes. I fliall only 
make two Obfervations on that Paflage. 

I. It is evident to all who read Perfiis with* Attfeti- 
tf on, that he is obfeure not out of Policy, but fVoni Tatte; 
and the particular Turn of his Genius; for if the Jtear 
of bringing himfelf into Trouble af Court, hSd : c?tig&ged 
him to cover his Thoughts with oblburtf Metaphors, 
He would have done it in thofe Things' only* which had 
fome relation to the Life of the Tyrant. But we fee that 
he twills his Words, and has Recourfe to Allufions' and 
enigmatical Figures, even when he intends to infin'uate 
only a moral Maxim* the cleareft Explication wherteof 
could not have afforded Nero the leaftTrfctente for bfelrig 
angry with him. I fhall'not be at the Pains of giving 
any Examples of this; bat refer my Readfers tb the 
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Satires thfpfelves of that Poet, wjiich make hot a lit- 
tJeBopfc, where every one may fatisfy himfelf in a ray 
{baft time, whether I am in the right, or not. But 
if any one chufes rather to fpare himfelf this Trouble 
and refer himfelf to the Judgment of a learned Critic, he 
H€ed$ gp 90 further to fatisfy himfelf. The Sentence

Thefe are the four Sources of the Obfcurity of Perfius 9 
according to Cafaubon. J. He was afraid of Nero* 
II. He was modeft. III. He had a great Genius, IV. 
He loved Brevity. Ought thefe four Caufes to be re- 
duced to the firft, as they have done in the Preface to the 
new Translation ? 

II. After having faid that Perfius had explained him- 
felf obfeurely, becaufe he was afraid of Nero, It ought 
not to be fuppofed that the Tor<va mimallweis fcfe. were 
that Prince's Verfes. It is not fufficient to fay, that one 
cannot comprehend how Comutus permitted it, we may 
(ay pofitively that he would not have contented to it, 

and 
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and that Perfius had no Need of a Corre&or. Other- 
wife this will be a monftruous Abfurdity, and feems to- 
furpafs all the Caprices and Extravagances that the Mind 
of Man is capable of. 

(L) Some Italian Genealogies fret end that the Falcon - 
Cini Family of Volterra derive their Original from bis Fa" 
therJ] Francis Stelluti makes ufe of this Reafon to prove 
that Perfius was of Volterra, They have it, fays he, by 
Tradition, that the Falconcini Family is defcended from 
Flaccus, a Roman Knight, the Father of Perfius ; which 
is the more likely to be true, as the Name of Perfius is 
preferved in that Family, and has conitantly been found 
in it for above three hundred Years. But to this it is 
anfwered, that Perfius had neither Brother, nor Children ; 
that the Sirname of Flaccus was to be found in feveral 
Cities of Italy, and that the noble and illuflrious Family 
of Perfius has been eftablifhed in Genoa above four hun- 
dred Years. See the abovementiond DiHertation of Gaf- 
fara Mafia. Hifpolitus Landinelli fays, that they ftill 
fhew at Volterra, a Houfe which is fuppofed to have 
been that of Perfius.
